Thus  we  passed  over 
the  bridge,  entered  the  avenue  of  acacias 
leading  to  Gizeh,  and  Raw  the  Pyramids 
flushed  with  a  faint  rose-color  against  the 
gray  sky. 

Nothing  could  be  lovelier  than  the  intense¬ 
ly  green  wheat  lands,  stretching  away  to  the 
Libvan  Desert,  bounded  on  the  south  with 
thick  fringes  of  palm.  The  wind  blowing 
over  them  came  to  us  sweet  with  the  odor  of 
white  clover  blossoms  :  larks  sang  in  the  air, 
snowy  ibises  stood  pensively  on  the  edges  of 
sparkling  pools,  and  here  and  there  a  boy 
sang  some  shrill,  monotonous  Arab  song. 
In  the  east,  the  citadel-mosque  stretchwd  its 
two  minarets  like  taper  fingers  averting  the 
evil  eye  :  aipd  ^  front  of  us  the  Pyramids 
seemed  to  moek  ajl  the  later  power  of  the 
world.  Not  forty,  bvtt  sixty  centuries  look 
down  upon  us  from  thpse  ob.angeless  peaks.
